In the Algien area meanwhile

light between a French military 
patrol ami a band of armed 
Moslem chiliaiu. A French 
tteutenani and three Moalemi 
were killed. 

The Moataganem operatloo 
began at dawn after long and 
careful preparabom. The army 
moved In after receiving re- 
porta that a fugitive focmer 
generel. Paul Gardy. and hli 
aides were hiding In the cKy.

Gardy became nominal chief 
of the Secret Army after the 
arrest of armlher former gen¬ 
eral. Raoul Salan. 

Salan was tried on trenaon 
ehargea and aentenced to life in 
pruon last month. 

Moataganem. with a F.uro- 
peao population of 30.000. has 
been a centre of miirdemua ter- 
roriam. Almost dally Moslems 
have been that down In the 
city where the Secret Army at¬ 
tempted to organize another 
beatkai of Eunqiran realaianoe 
to Algeria'a independence.

The grub is the offspring of the 
codling moth, a snsall moth which 
files mostly by night laying her eggs 
on the leBTCB and young frultleta In 
early June. On hatching, the tiny 
calerpUlars explore the surface of 
the developing fruit for a few days, 
then start tunnelling their way 
through the skin, making for the 
core.. Their favorite point of en¬ 
trance is near the "eye" of the baby 
apple. 

* * * 

They feed and grow as they bore 
Into the fruit excreting a sticky 
brown substance around the entrance 
hole, which is often the first sign 
the gardener can spot to Indicate an 
attack. But by this time the eater- 
pillar Is weh Inside and out of reach. 
of any spray material. 

For the really sharp-eyed gard¬ 
ener, there Is an earlier sign of cod¬ 


ling moth'attack — the eggs — but 
you must look very doeely to find 
them. In appearance they are rather 
like fish scales. They are easiest to 
spot when the sun strikes the fruit- 
lets and leaves at an angle, causing 
the transparent surface of the flat- 
tlsh eggs to glisten. 

The grubs hatch from the thick¬ 
ener centre of the scale-llke eggs— 
you can see them quite easily with 
a hand magnifying glass — and a 
poison spray applied at this stage will 
be ready and waiting for the little 
intruders when they start to feed, 
a * a 

If the scales are flat an empty, 

H isn't necessarily too late for a 
spray, for the newly-hatched grubs 
may be still wandering around the 
surface of the green frultleta looking 
for a good place to start their tun¬ 
nels. 

A good, spray for thla pest is DDT. 
the SO per cent weiiable kind, as it 
is persistent in effect and makes a 
fatal first meal for the newly-hatched 
caterplllara. But K has one rather 
serious defect — it kills off friend 
and foe alike and may reduce seri¬ 
ously the population of the preda¬ 
tory inaectk which feed upon the red 
spider mite, without affecting the « 


mite Itself, srhich seems immune to 
IM3T. This kiaa of predators may lead 
to a serious build-up of mites, which 
feed on the backs of the leaves, suck¬ 
ing the sap and causing a drylng-out 
and early leaf-tall. 

* * a 

Because of this, I think it Is a 
better idea for the ordinary home- 
owner to use one of the proprietory 
all-purpose fruit tree sprays. These 
are buckshot preparations, contain- > 
ing a little of this and a little of that, 
usually with a mltekllllng prepara¬ 
tion in addition to DDT. These home- 
orchard sprays usually contain a 
fungicide to combat scab and other 
blights. 

These buckshot sprays are ideal 
for the novior gardener, for with 
them It isn't necessary to identify the 
particular pest or infection attacking 
your fruit. The formula will prob¬ 
ably Include DDT lor caterpillars 
and other leaf-chewing insects, mala- 
thlon for mites, aphids and other 
sap-suckers, captan for scab and 
similar fungus infections and poa- 
slbly sulphur to control mildew. 

Such all-purpose fruit tree mix¬ 
tures are put up by Ortho, - Green 
Cross, Later's. Niagara Brand and 
several other spray manufacturera.

"It has always been popular for each 
generation to believe its children 
were the worst, the most lawless and 
the most unruly." Tunley says each 
generation also suffers from the de¬ 
lusion it knows the answer, the final 


deterrent, the true cure for Juvenile 
delinquency. Except none of them 
work. 

Tunley has a high old time kick¬ 
ing the myths around. Such as the 
one that broken homes cause more 
Juvenile delinquency. Actually, seri¬ 
ous offenders are more likely to 
come from Intact homes. Or the idea 
that boya clubs help things got a 
rude Jolt from the discovery that 
members of a boya club in New York 
were far more Ukbly to be Juvenile 
delinquents than kidi in the tame 
neighborhood who weren't members. 
Among boys studied In a Pennsyl. 
vanIa reform school 35 per cent 
were Boy Scouts.

I particularly loved the way Tun¬ 
ley belted the experts at the opening 
of the book.

'Talk 
to a aociologist with a full comple¬ 
ment of unlveralty degrees — and no 
profession Is so avid of degrees — 
and the air becomes torpid with t'a- 
tua words, known only to the initiate. 
Finding a Job for a kid Is never Just 


that, for example, it's 'environmental 
manipulation.' Small wonder a 13- 
year-old delinquent exposed to the 
lingo of profeaalonalx during a stay 
In an Institution told • reporter: 
'I've had two years of con g regate liv¬ 
ing, I've worked out my sibling rival¬ 
ries. and Fm going home."

The experts, says Tunley, are ter¬ 
ribly and totally confused about what 
the problem Is and utterly confused 
about what to do about It. The ma¬ 
jority could not agree about any¬ 
thing. After talking to many Ameri¬ 
can experts. Tunley suspects they 
don't reaDy like children and above 
all dofi't want to work with chD- 
dren. 

In fart, Tunley suspects we don't 
really like kids. Policemen pick up 
Juveniles for the most outrageously 
trivia] offences not even considered 
offences In most countries. The kids 
are frequently denied their consll- 
tional rights, held In Jail for no clear 
reason, and thoroughly pushed 
around.
